To  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Twenty-  - 
first  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
Thingoe  Rural  District  for  the  year  1898. 

The  population  of  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  in  1891,  Population, 
when  the  last  Census  was  taken,  was  15,748.  I  still  propose 
retaining  this  number  as  the  basis  on  which  to  frame  the 
following  statistics,  as  for  all  practical  purposes  I  believe  it 
may  be  assumed  to  be  correct. 

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1898,  there  were  Births. 

381  births,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  24.20  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

In  the  year  1897  there  were  389  births,  giving  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  24.83  per  1,000. 

In  England  and  Wales,  in  1898,  the  birth-rate  was2^. 
per  1,000. 

In  the  Thingoe  District  during  the  year  1898,  there  were  Deaths. 

194  deaths,  of  which  33  were  under  one  year  of  age,  78 
between  one  and  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  83  above 
sixty-five  years  of  age. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  12.23  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

In  the  year  1897  there  were  203  deaths,  which  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  death-rate  of  12.89  per  1,000. 


In  England  and  Wales,  in  1898,  the  death-rate  was

In  the  Thingoe  District  during  the  year  189^  there  were 
nine  deaths  referred  to  the  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz., 
Scarlet  Fever,  1  ;  Measles,  2  ;  Whooping  Cough,  4 ;  and 
Diarrhoea,  2. 

This  is  equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death-rate  of  0.57  per 

1,000. 

In  the  year  1897  the  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0.63  per 

1,000. 

In  England  and  Wales,  in  1898,  the  Zymotic  death-rate 
was  2_-2.2.per  1,000. 

It  is  now  fourteen  years  since  a  case  of  Small-pox  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  Thingoe  District,  but  I  fear,  in  the  near 
future,  we  shall  not  be  so  fortunate  in  escaping  from  this 
disease,  which  was  in  former  times  such  a  scourge  to 
humanity,  unless  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1898  be  amended. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Thingoe  Guardians, 
at  their  last  meeting  in  1898,  adopted  the  following 
Resolution,  which,  I  think,  shows  pretty  clearly  the  feeling 
of  many  in  this  part  of  the  country,  as  well  as  the  desire 
the  Guardians  have  for  the  future  welfare  of  their  District 

Resolution. — “  That  this  Board  is  strongly  of  opinion 
“  that  great  danger  has  arisen  by  reason  of  the  Conscience 
“  Clause  in  the  Vaccination  Act,  1898,  and  that  the  Local 
“  Government  Board  be  and  is  hereby  earnestly  requested 
“  to  lay  before  Parliament  the  question  of  re-considering  the 
“  Vaccination  Laws,  with  a  view  to  making  them  com- 
“  pulsory.” 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recommending 
that  steps  be  taken  to  place  this  question  before  the  public 
in  its  proper  light,  and  that  parents  be  urged  to  have  their 
children  vaccinated,  and  not  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
Conscience  Clause  in  the  New  Act. 


During  the  past  year  Scarlet  Fever  lias  not  been  so  pre-  Scarlet  Fever, 
valent  throughout  the  District  as  it  was  in  1897,  although 
two  outbreaks  of  rather  formidable  dimensions  occurred, 
one  at  Barrow,  and  one  at  Great  Whelnetham.  Twice  was 
Scarlet  Fever  introduced  into  Pakenham  from  a  distance, 
but  on  neither  occasion  did  the  disease  spread,  although 
one  of  these  cases  resulted  in  the  only  death  due  to  this 
cause  which  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  preventive  measures  taken  have  been  similar  to 
those  which  have  been  adopted  in  former  yeai’s,  but,  in 
addition,  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  close  the  follow¬ 
ing  Schools,  viz.  : — Barrow,  Fornham  All  Saints  and 
Westley,  Hargrave,  Rede  and  Great  Whelnetham. 

During  the  year  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  Diphtheria, 
following  Parishes,  viz.  : — Barton,  Fornham  Ail  Saints, 

Fornham  St.  Martin,  Ingham,  Ickworth,  and  Little  Saxham. 

Some  of  these  cases  were  of  a  sporadic  nature,  and  no 
assignable  cause  could  be  found,  but  in  two  or  three  cases 
certain  sanitary  defects  were  discovered,  which  were 
remedied. 

The  District  has  been  remarkably  free  from  Typhoid  Typhoid  or 
Fever,  only  one  case  having  been  notified  throughout  the  Enteric 
year.  Fever- 

During  the  past  year  outbreaks  of  Measles  occurred  in  Measles, 
many  Parishes  throughout  the  District,  which,  in  some 
instances,  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Schools. 

Whooping  Cough  has  again  been  prevalent  in  some  parts  Whooping 
of  the  District,  and  four  deaths  have  been  registered  as  due  Cough- 
to  this  cause. 

The  District  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  free  from  Diarrhoea. 
Diarrhoea.  Two  deaths  have,  however,  been  referred  to 
this  disease. 

A  Table  will  be  found  attached  to  this  Report,  showing  Infectious 
the  nature  of  all  the  Infectious  Diseases  which  have  been  !Ase??es  . 
notified  during  the  year,  and  the  parishes  in  which  they  ^c°l1  cat:on) 
have  occurred. 

The  question  of  providing  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  isolation 
'l'hingoe  Rural  District  is  receiving  the  serious  attention  of  Hospital, 
the  District  Council,  but  as  the  matter  is  still  sub-judice,  I 
am  not  in  a  position  to  give  further  particulars. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  remarkably  General 
good  during  the  past  year  ;  indeed,  such  has  been  the  case  the 

for  the  last  five  years,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  continuous 
succession  of  low  death-rates  recorded  during  this  period. 
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The  Zymotic  death-rate  has  also  shown  a  steady  decline, 
and  is  very  low.

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  the  birth-rates — that  for  the  last  year 
being  24.20,  which  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  many  years. 

Sanitary  The  District  has  been  frequently  and  systematically 

inspection,  inspected  by  Mr.  Deeks,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and 

myself ;  and,  as  a  result,  272  Notices  have  been  served 
during  the  year.  This  number  does  not  necessarily  imply 
all  the  sanitary  work  that  has  been  accomplished,  as  a 
Notice  often  embraces  more  than  one  nuisance.  For  par¬ 
ticulars,  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  Inspector’s  Report, 
which  is  appended  hereto. 

Water  The  drought  of  last  year  resulted  in  the  drying  up,  or 

Supply.  rendering  unfit  for  use,  of  many  sources  of  Water  Supply 

throughout  the  District,  and  much  inconvenience,  if  not 
danger  to  health,  has  in  consequence  ensued. 

During  the  year  several  samples  of  Water  were  taken 
from  various  sources  for  analysis.  Two  wells  were  closed, 
thirty-nine  wells  were  cleaned  out  and  deepened,  seven 
ponds  were  cleaned  out,  and  ten  new  wells  were  sunk,  viz.  : — 
At  Barrow  2,  Barton  2,  Fornhain  All  Saints  1,  Risby  1, 
Rougham  2,  Great  Saxliam  1,  and  Little  Whelnetham  1. 


Sewerage  and  During  the  year  fifteen  new  closets  were  built,  thirty- 
Drainage.  eight  closets  repaired,  and  forty-seven  cesspools,  found  to 
he  full,  were  ordered  to  be  cleaned  out. 


Eighteen  new  drains  were  made,  twenty-three  drains  un¬ 
blocked,  and  twenty-one  water-courses  were  cleaned  out. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  dealing  with  the 
sewerage  at  Barrow,  but  steps  have  been  taken  whereby 
it  is  hoped  the  nuisance  arising  from  this  source  may  be 
abated. 

Dwelling  During  the  year  fifty-one  houses,  which  were  in  a 

Houses.  dilapidated  condition,  were  repaired,  and  three  were  better 
ventilated  ;  eleven  cases  of  overcrowding  were  remedied, 
and  thirty-four  houses  and  five  schools  were  disinfected. 


Ill  April  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner 
of  eight  houses  at  Brockley,  which  were  in  a  very 
dilapidated  state.  The  Magistrates  made  an  order  for  the 
nuisance  to  be  abated  within  a  month,  with  costs. 

On  two  occasions  Gipsy  Encampments  were  visited,  and 
orders  given  for  their  removal,  owing  to  their  unsanitary 
surroundings. 

The  bake-houses  and  slaughter-houses  visited  during  the  Factories  and 
year  were,  on  the  whole,  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  iraaes- 
condition. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  Robert  Burrell,  Esq.,  of  Westley  Meteorology. 
Hall,  for  the  following  Table,  showing  the  Rainfall  for  each 
month  during  the  year.  The  total  Rainfall  was  22.26 
inches,  which  amount  fell  on  149  days  : —
